Dear President Tester and Speaker Matthews:
In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, | hereby
return with amendments Senate Bill 326, "AN ACT REVISING THE LAW ON EXCAVATION NEAR

UNDERGROUND FACILITIES; PROVIDING FOR SPECIFIC DAMAGE FEES; SETTING A DEADLINE
FORPAYMENT OF FEES; ALLOWING FOR JUDICIAL REVIEW OF FEESLEVIED; DESIGNATING THE
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USE OF FEES COLLECTED; PROVIDING FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF DAMAGE INCIDENT
HISTORIES; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 69-4-501 AND 69-4-505, M CA" for the following reasons.

Senate Bill No. 326 imposes damage fees against excavators who have failed to obtain information asto the location
of an underground facility for aone-call notification center and have damaged an underground facility. The damage
fees imposed under Senate Bill No. 326 are in addition to the excavator's liability to the owner of the underground
facility for the full cost of the repair of the facility, pursuant to existing law.

My amendment reduces the damages fees that may be assessed against the excavator for amaximum of $250 to $125
for thefirst incident; from amaximum of $1,000 to $250 for the second incident; and from $2,500 to $500 for the third
and subsequent incidents. | have proposed this amendment because | am concerned that the level of fees contained
in the bill inits current form are excessive in relation to the egregiousness of the conduct giving rise to the fees and
may be onerous to excavators operating small businesses. My amendment does not alter current law that fully
compensates the owners of underground facilities for the cost of the repairs.

| have discussed my proposed amendment with the sponsor of the bill, Senator Jesse Lalsovich.
